Annual  Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Schools. 


TOWN  CF  BENTON,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  2,  189I, 
DISTRICT    NO.  I. 

Spring,  fall  and  winter  terms  taught  by  Miss  Cora  Coleman  of  Benton. 
Miss  Coleman  showed  an  unflagging  interest  during  the  thirty-two  weeks 
of  school  and  succeeded  in  making  them  profitable  to  a  large  majority  of 
the  pupils. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

The  summer  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Bina  Libby  of  Shawmut.  This 
was  Miss  Libby's  first  school  and  we  think  a  good  one.  With  experience 
she  will  make  one  of  our  best  teachers.  Fall  term  by  Mrs.  I.  V.  Piper  of 
Waterville,  an  old  and  faithful  teacher.  The  progress  was  very  good. 
Winter  term  by  same  teacher.  When  we  visited  the  school  there  was  a 
good  degree  of  interest.  On  account  of  sickness  she  was  obliged  to  close 
sooner  than  expected,  we  did  not  visit  but  once.  The  winter  school  was 
continued  under  the  care  of  Miss  May  Coleman  of  Benton.  This  school 
was  not  quite  up  to  the  standard  in  government. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

The  three  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Mattie  Seavey  of  Benton.  Miss 
Seavey  has  had  considerable  experience  in  this  school.  We  class  this 
among  our  good  schools. 

DISTR  ICT    NO.  4. 

Miss  May  Piper  of  Benton  had  charge  of  the  summer  school  in  this 
district  Miss  Piper  spared  no  pains  to  make  herself  useful  to  every 
scholar  in  her  school  and  her  labors  were  appreciated  by  both  scholars  and 
parents.  Fall  school  by  Miss  Eva  Roundy  of  Benton,  a  member  of  the 
district,  and  good  work.  Winter  term  by  Miss  Nellie  Baker  of  Clinton. 
Miss  Baker  devoted  herselt  to  her  task  with  an  energy  worthy  of  commen- 
dation, and  the  improvement  showed  that  the  term  was  profitable. 

DISTRICT  NO  s\ 

Miss  Lettie  Smiley  of  Benton  had  charge  of  the  summer  term  in  this 
district.  Miss  Smiley  is  well  known  as  a  teacher  in  town,  having  taught 
several  terms  befoie  with  good  success.  Winter  school  by  Mrs.  Alice  R. 
Hunter  of  Clinton.  We  were  much  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which 
Mrs.  Hunter  conducted  her  school.  We  think  the  citizens  of  this  distiict 
should  be  well  satisfied  with  their  winter  school. 

district  NO.  6. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Adella  Kidder  of  Clinton.  This  vtrm 
Miss  Kidder's  first  attempt  at  teaching,  a  very  good  school.  Fall  school 
by  Miss  Gertrude  Rowell  of  Clinton.  The  number  attending  this  term 
was  very  small.    The  progress  was  quite  good. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

Miss  Nina  Brown  of  Albion  had  charge  of  the  summer  term  in  this  dis- 
trict. Miss  Brown  did  not  have  the  support  of  all  the  parents.  She 
labored  under  difficulties  but  at  the  closing  examination,  as  far  as  wc  were 
able  to  judge,  the  pupils  had  made  good  improvement.  Fall  and  winter 
schools  were  taught  by  Mies  May  Piper  of  Benton.  Miss  Piper  is  a 
teacher  of  experience  and  enters  into  her  work  with  a  spirit  that  is  sure  to 
make  her  school  successful  and  profitable. 

DISTR  ICT  NO.  8. 

Summer  term  by  Miss  Annie  E.  Copeland  of  Albion.  Some  in  the  dis" 
trict  found  a  little  fault,  but  the  Supervisor  felt  that  there  was  not  suffici" 
ent  ground  of  complaint  and  thought  the  teacher  did  good  wor  k.  Fall 
and  winter  terms  by  Miss  Lizzie  Webber  of  Clinton.  At  our  first  visit  we 
found  Mi86  Webber  meant  business  and  understood  how  a  school  should 
be  managed  to  make  it  a  success.  We  feel  safe  in  recommending  Miss 
Webber  to  those  wishing  the  services  of  a  good  teacher. 

district  no.  9. 

There  are  only  two  pupils  in  this  district  to  attend  school.  We  thought 
best  not  to  have  any  school  in  No.  9.  The  pupils  attended  school  in  No.  10 

district  no.  10. 

Summer  term  by  Miss  Kate  Ross  ot  Clinton,  and  ranked  among  our 
good  schools.  Winter  term  by  same  teacher.  We  cannot  speak  of  the 
progress  made  by  the  pupils  as  we  were  not  notified  of  the  time  of  closing 
consequently  did  not  visit  but  once. 

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

We  have  had  two  Free  High  Schools  in  town  the  past  year.  One  in 
district  No.  5  under  the  able  teaching  of  K.  B.  Piper  of  Waterville.  This 
school  district  was  highly  favored  with  one  of  the  best  of  teachers.  Good 
progress  was  made  in  all  branches  taken  up.  The  one  in  district  No.  10 
was  under  the  charge  ot  A.  G  Andrews  ot  Waterville.  Mr.  Andrews  at 
once  showed  that  he  was  well  adapted  to  the  work  of  the  school  room. 
Those  who  attended  regularly  made  marked  progress  and  did  good  work. 

We  have  bad  27  terms  of  School  the  past  year.  Have  used  $202.22  for 
books  We  now  have  on  hand  about  $56  worth  of  books  old  and  new. 
The  most  of  the  teachers  have  had  \ery  good  success  in  their  schools.  I 
know  1  have  11  ade  6ome  mistakes  the  past  year.  "To  err  is  human." 
Thanking  mv  townsmen  for  past  favors  I  close  my  report.
